Missions Council Sets 
Challenging Objectives 


The Missions Council at its Mid- 
winter Meeting <t Buck Hill Falls last 
February approved plans for a major 
advance in the support of Our Chris- 
tian World Mission. The Council voted 
to “place before our churches the need 
for an annual Apportionment Income 
of $11,500,000 by the end of 1962.” This 
represents “the minimum known re- 
quirements of the National Boards and 
the anticipated needs of the State Con- 
ferences.” 


Just whet does this mean to the 
church on the square? That’s a good 
question. Perhaps an historical per- 
spective will help. In 1948 our giving 
to Our Christian World Mission was 
$3,046,877. It was that year that the 
denomination announced a new objec- 
tive of $6,280,000. It was not until 1958 
that we passed that goal — ten years 
later! Then in 1959 giving rose to 
$6,867,769. Anticipated receipts for 
1960 are $7,236,568. 


The new goal, then, represents a 
58.9 per cent increase in support for 
Our Christian World Mission between 
1960 and 1962. 


We must be clear that the goal of 
$11,500,000 is exclusive of our commit- 
ments to the Christian Higher Educa- 
tion Fund. The policy statement ap- 
proved at Buck Hill Falls in February 
is as follows: 


“We will encourage the churches, 
when they have completed their giv- 
ing to the Higher Education Fund, to 
add to their annual Apportionment gi- 
ving an amount equal to one-half of 
their total Christian Higher Education 
Fund goal.” 


Our new goals call for a radically 
new pattern of giving throughout our 
fellowship. In the past, churches have 
felt they were meeting their responsi- 
bilities when they gave ten cents to 
the wider mission for every dollar for 
local expenses. With our new objec- 
tives local churches will need to con- 
sider the Forward Goal of twenty-five 
cents to a dollar as minimal. Many 
more of our churches will want to move 
toward the Ideal Goal of one dollar to 
benevolences for every dollar to local 
expenses. 


If the churches of the Southeast 
Convention move forward with the 
whole of our denomination, we will 


complete our Program of Progress by 
the end of the next five years,

Of interest to the readers of THE 
SOUTHEAST NEWS will be the letter 
printed below by Mr. Warren which 
appeared in the Huntsville paper. 

“It is an occasion when < minister’s 
birthday comes on Sunday, especially 
his 79th. 

“On Sunday, December 11, I was 79 
years young and decided to take for 
my sermon topic, ‘The Spirit of Robert 
E. Lee and the New South.’ 

“Yankee born, I have served for over 
50 years in churches in Illinois, Wis- 
consin, upper Michigan, Iowa, and Cal- 
ifornia, and also two churches in the 
deep South, one in Birmingham and the 
other in my present charge at United 
Church, Huntsville, as interim minis- 
ter. 

“My family was divided over the is- 
sues of the Civil War. Some served un- 
der Grant and others under Lee in the 
Virginia campaigns. 

“For years I have made a study of 
Lee’s work in education «es president 
of Washington College from 1865 to 

70, where he labored to bring about 
reconciliation between North and Sou- 
th. ‘Let us now work,’ said he, ‘for a 
new America stronger, wiser and bet-

ter than the old.’ In this he became the 
true spiritual successor to Abraham 
Lincoln and the hope of the new South 
today. 

“I never intend to retire, but hope to 
continue as long as I have health and 
strength. I enjoy my work in Hunts- 
ville. Of all the cities in the United 
States, Huntsville presents a unique 
challenge for science and religion to 
work together for ‘peaceful purposes 
and for the benefit of all mankind,’ 


“It is my belief that if Lee were liv- 
ing today he would rejoice at the op- 
portunity to labor with men of science 
such as are found in Huntsville, en- 
gaged in promoting space flights, ‘thet 
the challenge of the stars may be met.’ 


“Let us hope that 1961 may witness 
still greater achievements in the field 
of science, education and religion in 
the spirit of Lee, who encouraged nor- 
thern boys to come south to study er- 
gineering under his leadership along 
with southern boys. 

“Let us face the future in the Spirit 
of Lee, who advised his friends to ‘lay 
aside animosity end remember that we 
are still in the hands of a kind and 
good God who will do for us what is 
best.’ 

“T have found many good people on 
both sides of the Ohio River, Let’s get 
better acquainted and work together as 
we enter the centennial observance of 
the war between brothers, 

“Lee would remind us that we all 
need each other in the building of « 
new America. The time has come for 
fellow Americans of all races and 
creeds to labor together in the interest 
of peace and freedom, of good will and 
brotherhood. This is my hope for my 
79th birthday.”

“BA Year of Decision” 

The year of 1961 will be of strategic 
importance in the PROGRAM OF PRO- 
GRESS of the Southeast Convention 
as we move toward the achievement of 
our goal of complete financial self- 
support. 

Because of increased costs over whi- 
ch we have little or no control, the 
1961 proposed budget of the convention 
will be approximately $3000 above the 
1960 budget. The annual subsidy from 
the Board of Home Missions will be 
reduced by $2000. 

In order to balance the budget the 
increase in OCWM _ giving by the 
churches must total approximately 
$5000. This is a substantial jump; it is 
greater than the gain in OCWM; it is 
greater than the gain in OCWM giving 
made in any recent year. BUT, it can 
be achieved. 

This will be a “Year of Decision.” 
If the churches decide to reach the 
OCWM goal of $35,500, it will be reach- 
ed. Let us move forward together.

“LET LOVE BE GENUINE” 
A Message — Race Relations Sunday — Feb. 12, 1961 


The Apostle said, “Let love be gen- 
uine.” Indeed so! If love be not gen- 
uine, it is nothing. To be genuine is to 
be pure, true, authentic. Thus Paul is 
saying, “Let love be itself; let there be 
in it no pretense . . . nothing alien to 
what it is; let love be love.” 

But how can we tell whether our 
love is genuine? From the several tests 
of love’s authenticity let us select two. 

Christian love is tested first by its 
approach to three kinds of people; the 
loveless, the lovelorn, and the unlov- 
able. Most of our loving flows toward 
another kind of people; those who love 
us, those who are idolized by the 
world, and those who through ties of 
kinship and kind draw us to them. 
When our love is no more than this, it 
never knows whether it is true love or 
not. “If you love those who love you,” 
said the Master, “whet reward have 
you?” If you love those to whom the 
whole world flocks in adulation, what 
do you more than others? If you love 
only those in whose lives you live, do 
you not love them for the sake of 
yourself? 

The love of God was demonstrated 
by Jesus. He loved the loveless — the 
callous soldiers who put Him to death, 
the Samaritans who rejected Him, the 
discip'e who betrayed Him, the men 
who coldly plotted His death. Such love 
*s authentic: This is required of us. He 
loved the lovelorn — the tax collector, 
the woman taken in adultery, “the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel,” the 
strangers and the alien. In loving the 
social outcasts He revealed that He 
loved all people. This must be true of 
us. He loved the unlovable — those 
whose repulsive filth and disease, de- 
mentia and wickedness offended every 
aesthetic taste. This proved the genu- 
ineness of His love. This must be true 
of us. Christian love stands or falls by 
its response to the loveless, the love- 
lorn, and the unlovable. 

Second, the genuineness of Christian 
love is tested by its response to three 
elemental human needs which are not 
diminished by race or culture; age or 
sev; intelligence or wealth; they are in- 
variable. How does love respond to 
these primary yearnings of all human 
life? 

The Bantu, the Chinese, end the Cu- 
ban speak for all men when they cry, 
“Give me the opportunity to have!” 
Millions of people hunger for a fuller 
share of the good things of life. Every 


man has the right to have what is his 
as a man: food, shelter, clothing, work, 
health, play, beauty, knowledge. God 
has given him the right to these things 
and true love tekes the form of justice 
as it confronts every man’s plea for 
what is his as a man, This is a test of 
love; does it respond in justice to the 
need and the right of all men to have 
what is theirs as men? 

The untouchables of India, refugees 
in many parts of the world, the mi- 
grants of America wandering from 
farm to farm, represent all men when 
they say, “I want in!” True love wills 
to grant every man his place in man’s 
estate; it honors his part in all realms 
of commonwealth and church. Every 
man struggles for dignity — for status 
and recognition, for « fuller meaning 
for both life and work. But in doing 
so love does not leave him alone, Love 
is communion; it is one soul penetrat- 
ing and identifying itself with another 
soul. It says in justice, “I am my bro- 
ther’s neighbor,” but this is not enough. 
Tt says in kinship, “I am my brother’s 
brother,” but this is not the end. It 
must say in the communion of God’s 
love, “My brother and I are one.” This 
is a test of love; does it respond in 
communion with men who need to be- 
long? 

People in every walk of lite — the 
business executive, persons who labour 
in office, factory or field, as well «es 
those of every race or colour — speak 
for man in their expressed or muted 
yearning, “Let me be myself!’ Every 
man, with God’s promise in the pocket 
of his heart, has the right to be what 
he is as God’s man and to fulfill what 
God expects of him. Genuine love sees 
this man. It breaks down the middle 
wall of partition and looks upon every 
man as infinitely sacred. What he is 
and what he can be no man must dese- 
crate. This is a test of love: does it re- 


spond in reverence to every man’s 
right to be? 
“Let love be genuine!” Indeed so! 


Let our society, our institutions as well 
as persons be tested by the genuineness 
of love. This is the basis of justice in 
human relationships. When love is 
genuine, race or cultural background, 
age or sex, intelligence or wealth will 
not be a basis for separation. So let 
YOUR love be genuine!

Churches Are Approving 
Proposed Constitution 


An overwhelming majority of Con- 
gregational Christian churches are vo- 
ting to become a part of the United 
Church of Chirst, the Rev. Dr. Fred 
Hoskins, co-president, reports. With 
783 of the 5500 churches having voted 
on the proposed constitution by No- 
vember 28, there were 742 “Yes” votes, 
41 “Noes” and 4 abstentions. The per- 
centage of 94.1 per cent in. the affir- 
mative is far larger than the-two- 
thirds majority of those voting re- 
quired for adoption of the constitution. 

Eighteen churches of the Southeast 
Convention have recorded their vote 
on the constitution. Sixteen churches 
have voted approval and two have vo- 
ted “No.”

W. Pressley Ingram of Birmingham, 
chairman of the college Board of Trus- 
tees; Dr. A. R. Van Cleave, Dean of the 
college, and the Rev. James H. Light- 
bourne, Jr., a member of the Board cf 
Trustees and Superintendent of the 
Southeast Convention of Coneregation- 
al Christian Churches.

Take New Positions 


The Rey. Dr. Daniel Bliss, secretary 
of the American Board of Commission- 
ers for Foreign Missions, has resigned 
to give his full time to his duties as 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
the International College, Beirut, Leb- 
anon. 

Dr. Bliss, who is administrative as- 
sistant to Rev. Dr. Alford Carleton, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the American 
Board, was called to the Board in 1957 
from the pastorate of the Second Con- 
gregational Church, Greenwich, Conn. 

In his early years in the ministry 
Dr. Bliss served as a third-generation 
missionary-educator in the Near East, 
serving as a member of the faculty of 
the American University at Beirut. 
His grandfather was founder and first 
president of the college and his father 
was its second president. 

In 1933 Dr. Bliss was elected to the 
Board of Trustees of the International 
College. The institution was founded 
in 1891 at Smyrna (now Izmir), Tur- 
key, by an American Board mission- 
ary, Dr. Alexander MacLachlan. The 
college then moved to Beirut in 1936 
to take over the junior college work of 
the American University in Beirut. Dr. 
Bliss has been Chairman of the Board 
of International College for the past 20 
years. 

The Prudential Committee of the Am- 

erican Board has named the Rev. B. 
Kenneth Anthony as successor to Dr. 
Bliss. Now executive secretary of the 
Congregational Christian Service Com- 
mittee, Mr. Anthony will continue to 
devote most of his efforts to that com- 
mittee “for the time being,” according 
to Dr, Carleton. 

“With the integration of work anti- 
cipated under the United Church of 
Christ,” Dr. Carleton said, “Mr. An- 
thony will give full time to his new 
responsibilities as the Board’s general 
secretary for administration.” 

The Rey. Dr. Reginald Helferrich, 
presently head of the Commission on 
World Service of the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church, will become general 
secretary of the Division of World Ser- 
vice in the United Church, 
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
